WANTS THE BRAINS OF THE ALUMNI. 


Cornell Professor Sends a Curious Circular 

a te Banquet Mall in Gotham. 

New Tom, Feb. 10.—[Special.]—Prof. 
Burt G. Wilder of Cornell University, who 
recently exhibited a brainless frog in this city 
and has become known as one of the most 
skillful experts in brain anatomy in the 
United States, carried his enthusiasm in the 
matter of brain study so far as to send to the 
banquet of the Cornell Alumni in this city a 
few nights ago a curious request.

Legislature in a Predicament. 


It will be seen, therefore, the Legislature is 
i: a serious predicament. It cannot increase 
the levy bill to any appreciable degree with- 
out raising a how! from one end of the State 
to the other. The people are paying about as 
much tax now as they can well afford, 
they do not wish to be heavily burdened, par- 
ticularly any year when money is scarce and 
hard to get. If this Legislature makes any- 
thing like the appropriations a by its 
predecessor and the levy bill is fixed at 
about or nearly the same figure as that of two 
years ago, the State Treasurer can, on and 
after July 1, 1896, dispense with the services 
of his watchmen, take the time lock off the offi- 
cial safe, throw the vault doors open, and carry 
the State bank-roll around in his vest pocket. 
The reason for it all is plain to be seen. The 
amount oi money raised by taxation has been 
about the same for the last ten years. The 
appropriations have been increasing all the 
time. This is shown by the balances on hand 
in 1892 and 1894 and the decrease in the 
general revenue fund for the same period. 
The enlargement of the asylums for the in- 
sane has there is no doubt been actually nec- 
essary. The work has cost Iilinois a world of 
money within the last six or eight years. The 
amendment to the Constitution expressly 
prohibiting the contracting of prison labor 
has by indirection greatly depleted the reve- 
nues of the State. 

Under the old contract system, taking Joli- 
et as an example, the institution was virtual- 
ly self-sustaining. Republican Commis- 
sioners had on handa balance of something 
like $80,000 when they Were relieved of the 
cares of office by the Democrats. The Com- 
missioners of Joliet and Chester have spent 
easily $700,000 in putting in electric lights 
and power piants of most approved pattern, 
in the purchase of raw material in manufact- 
uring, in the sale of the manufactured prod- 
ucts, and in the support of the prisons. Their 
work is but half compieted and this Legis- 
lature is expected to give them at 
least a half million more as the 
stitutions are about out of funds. The Pon- 
tiac reformatory wants something like a half 
million, so the trustees said the other day 
when they were here, so that more new buila- 
ings can be erected and machinery bought.

Manson, Wis., Feb, 9,—[Special Corre-

For this reason there is a decided 
disposition on the part of the solons to go 
slow in authorizing appropriations which, 
though in some cases meritorious, are not 
absoiutely necessary at the present time. 

As Tun Trisuye recently published a dis- 
patch from Gor, Upham to the éffect that he 
regarded the bill to appropriate $320,000 
for the erection of rab mpi’ building for the 
State Historizal Society the university as 
the most important measure then before 
Legislature, and, notwithstanding the subse- 
quent introduction of several other impor- 
tant bills, that bill may still be said to be in 
many respecta the one of greatest signifi.

A peculiar condition of affairs has arisen,

Treasury was in a better co than ever 
before. But this endea vor lead toa piling up of 
necessities on the part of the public institu- 
tions for funds to so great an extent that the 
present Legislature is confronted by an un- 
usually large demand for money, and to meet 
these demands the Republicans, must go on 
record as appropriating more money and 
consequently as increasing the taxes more 
than did ir Democratic and

explains the ceaseless struggle that pervades 
the whole domain of sentient being. It seems 
a singular coincidence that these two great 
men should have been born the same date— 
Feb, 12, 1809. The one was a careful 
student of the process of natural selection 
and the survival of the so-called “ fittest ” 
among plants and animals; the other 
conducted the supreme illustration 
of the same process in the higher 
realm of civilized mankind. The English 
scholar discovered the natural law of essential 
sacrifice, and over his grave in Westminster 
Abbey rests a serene afterglow like that which 
follows the tranquil setting of a sun. 
American statesman sympathized with those 
who fell in the contest of the Nation for exist- 
ence, until at length he joined their silent 
ranks on e's eternal camping ground a 
martyr to the cause of human gain through 
seeming loss of self. correlated ex- 
amples of scientific knowledge and political 
achievement suggest the law of competition 
as related to the principle of self-sacrifice. 

O“ Competition is the struggle for seif-preser- 
vation. Its favorite text ie: ‘Do thyself no 
harm,’ cultivate assiduously all profitable 
virtues, trade diligently and pursue any tac- 
tics that promise success.

Inpranaporis, Ind., Feb. 10.—The legisla- 
tive committee that has been investigating the 
affairs of the State hospital for the insane at 
Evansville returned this afternoon. In a rigid 
examination conducted by Senator Boyd of 
Hamilton County, Dr. Thomas, Superintend- 
ent, stated that the personnel of the force 
was divided politically into thirty-four Dem- 
ocrats and nine Republicans.

BILL MAY Pass IN WASHINGTON. 


It Provides for a Cut to $2 Per Twenuty-

rate at $2 for twenty-four hours, $1.50 for 
twelve hours with berth, and $1 for twelve 
hours, 50 cents for six hours without the 
berth, duration of passage to be determined 
by the time schedule instead of actual ¢ime 
consumed. The bill makes it unlawful to let 
down the upper berth unless actually occu- 
pied, each violation to be published by fine of 
not less than $100 nor more than $200, or 
imprisonment in the county jail thirty days, 
or both. The bill is in the hands of the Com- 
mittee on Corporations, and the Legisiature 
is favorable to the proposition.

BILLS ARE REGARDED AS “STRIKERS.” 


Two in Pennsylvania, but Neither Is Likely 
te Pass. 

Harrissure, Pa., Feb. 10.—[Special.]— 
Two bills affecting the Pullman company are 
before the Legislature. One provides that 
fare for a berth shail be $1 for the first 100 
miles, 50 cents for each additional 100 miles, 
and no upper berth shall be let down if not 
occupied. The second provides that all buf- 
fet or dining cars shall take out a license to 
sell liquors, paying $50 therefor.

INTERNATIONAL TROTTING MEETING 


What David Bonuer Says of the Proposed 
Races at Ni 

It is proposed to hold an international trot- 
ting meeting at Nice, France, in March, and 
the proposition has excited the interest of a 
great many horsemen in this country. The 
program is on u liberal scale and the prizes 
offered are so large that the meeting will be 
watched with the greatest amount of atten- 
tion. Anything that is done in Europe to in- 
crease the amount of trotting is of benefit to 
the breeders of the Uni States, as there 
is a good export business in trotiers. 

David Bonner, who is intensely absorbed in 
trotting matt said he was delighted with. 
the news from Nice. It is a most iiberal and 
attractive program, and a grand idea. What- 
ever capacity Europeans may have in breed- 
ing and training horses, there is one feild in 
which they are inferior to us, and that is in 
the driving of trotters. Besides that, I believe 
our trotters are the best in the world, and can 
beat those of all other countries at any dis- 


tance. 

The idea that an American trotter cannot 
cover a greater distance than the usual one- 
mile course with success I utterly deny. 
There are no better stayers than our horses, 
but I must admit they are not so often tried at 
the long distances. American people are 
fast, and they want to see a race over quickiy, 
and as a result we have half-mile and quarter- 
mile dashes in thoroughbred racing. I myself 
would not cross che street to see a race under 
a mile, but the bulk of the people go to the 
races for excitement and for the betting, 
they are ina hurry. A real lover of horses 
can sit and watch long heats a day long, but 
the bettors, who care less about the horse, 
cannot wait. Our best trotters have in them 
much of the thoroughbred, and they are, I 
think, finer bred than the trotters of Europe, 
as results show. Of course, to race them at 
distances greater than they have been accus- 
tomed to they must be trained and handled 
differently; but we can carry everything be- 
fore us with just the horses we've got now. 

Now, as to the probability of many Amer- 
ican horses being sent over to the Nice races 
I will say this, that they are announced a 
little late. If it had only been known in the 
fall it would have been different, and next 
year, if the races are held, I think they will 
be attended by large numbers of representa- 
tive horses os horsemen, for I consider this 
meeting as among the most important any- 
where. This is not quite the season, either, 
for us, and the time is limited if, as is pro- 

„ the races take place at the end of 
rch. Owners are a little unwilling to send 
their animals across the’ Atlantic at this 
season, and, as I have. said, would 
hardly be time for them to recover from the 
effects of the voyage. But the idea should re- 
ceive the support of American trotting men, 
It will tend to boom trotting everywhere and 
cause a demand for our horses. I have no 
doubt that the American trotters now in 
Europe will make a good showing.”

The President has not uttered any “edict of 
outlawry against silver and has not said or 
written a single word that can be construed 
into hostility to the fullest possible use of sil- 
ver that is compatible with the maintenance 
of the currency unit at its present value. If 
he has taken counsel of the titled money 
ehangers of Europe it is because Congress has 
refused to act, and he still leaves it open to 
Congress to say whether or not the people 
shall be taxed to pay a needless & of one per 
cent per annum for the use of the money 
which must be borrowed to save the inhabit. 
ants of the United States from business panic 
and national dishonor. Nor has he advised 
anybody to fall into a procession behind a 
monetary despotism in the Old World, which 
is what is meant by the Weaver statement, if 
it means anything. 

This lymg old charlatan tells a rank false- 
hood when he asserts that silver is the more 
plentiful metal, except in mere bulk or 
weight. For money uses and purposes silver 
is not the most plentiful. The entire gold 
coinage of the world is estimated to exceed 
the entire silver coinage, even when a large 
part of the latter is rated at fully twice the 
actual bullion value of the metal. All the 
coined silver in the free coinage couutries of 
the world, in Asia, South America, Central 
America, Mexico, and all of the West Indies 
except the Zritish and Spanish possessions 
does business on its irfrmsic value as meas- 
ured in terms of gold, while all the silver 
coins-in the gold standard countries do 
double the money work that is due to their 
intrinsic value. The latter include all Eu- 
rope and the whole of North America except 
as above noted. In the United States we 
have a vast aggregate of silver which of itself 
or by means of paper issued against it does 
duty for 500 milion dollars while intrinsic- 
Ally it is worth less than half that amount, 
and most certainly President Cleveland has 
not proposed, by edict or otherwise, to de- 
stroy this silver money or decrease its useful- 
ness. On the contrary, he is acting for the 
sustaining of that silver at an aggregate buy- 
ing power of about 500 million dollars in- 
stead of letting it drop with a dull thud to 
a purchasing power of about 230 millions, as 
it would it the free silver maniacs bad their 
way. 


REFORMING THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

Some years ago somebody suggested tim- 

idiy that it would not be a bad idea to take 
the consular service of the United States out 
of politics and to select these commercial 
agents of the government with an eye to 
their fitness and to require of them some 
knowledge of the language of the country to 
which they were to be sent. Thig proposition 
was laughed at scornfully at the time. It was 
asked how a victorious party could take care 
of its members if it did not have several hun- 
dred consulships to be distributed by Sen- 
ators and Representatives among local poli- 
ticilans. The proposition was denounced as 
an imitation of British methods, and it was 
claimed that it was unpatriotic to assume that 
a free born American citizen needed anything 
besides a commission to make him a thor- 
oughly expert Consul. 

But the demand for this particular reform 
has grown more urgent steadily. Distin- 
guished men of both political parties who 
have served as foreign Ministers have testi- 
fied to the weakness of the American consv- 
lar system and urged its improvement. It 
has been admitted that the appointees did 
much better than might have been expected 
and that the reports made by them to the 
State Department were by no means discred- 
table, but it was asserted that if the method 
of appointment were changed infinitely bet- 
ter results would be secured. Finally some 
Congressmen have been converted and bills 
have been introduced in the present Congress 
for the reorganization of the consular service,

week by Senator Morgan of Alabama. Be.

be the least difficulty about getting a consular 
corps which will be more competent than that 
of any other country. But if there is no as 
surance of permanency then there will be no 
inducement for the best men to enter the con- 
sular service. When they know that they can 
make a life work of it they will engage in it. 

No action will be taken on the subject by 
thie Congress, but the ball is rolling on,“ 
and it will not be many years before consular 
appointees to great commercial cities will 
cease to be broken-down politicians or men 
who want to spend a few years abroad and 
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ABOUT WEATHER PREDICTION. 

To judge by the way the weatherwise men 
of our day and generation talk about areas of 
high and low barometer, which way they are 
moving, and what will be the resuiting mete- 
orological changes, taey might be thought to 
knowall about them. They can tell which 
way the wind will blow around those central 
areas, and whether it will bring a rise or fall 
of temperature, or drought, rain, snow, hail, 
or sleet. In reality, however, their know!l- 
edge of the subject does not give them the 
ability todo much more intelligent work 
than is accomplished by one who sees a train 
start from Minneapolis for this city and tele- 
graphs the statement that it is on the way to 
Chicago. In fact, the prediction in the latter 
case is more likely to be fulfilled than in the 
former, for the train does not jump the track 
one time in a thousand, while not seldom the 
storm prediction for a particular place may 
fall because the air currents switch off in 
another direc tion, or fade into insignificance 
before reaching the named spot. 

Why or when the area of high barometer 
will form the most expert of our practical 
meteorologists knows nothing. It is true that 
he sometimes can detect the presence of pe- 
eculiar conditions which favor the formation 
ofa “low,” and knows that when once 
formed it will progress owing to a continuous 
deposition of moisture on its advancing front 
by air masses that come in from the direction 
of the equator and are chilled by meeting 
with other streams of air blowing in from 
areas that are less warm. Occasionally even 
he can say that these conditions of the air are 
so much intensified that a tornado is prob. 
able, but with regard to the “high” 
barometer area he is entirely at fault. He 
cannot tell that it is likely to form at any par- 
ticular place or time, nor that when oncé de- 
veloped it will move as does the low.“ The 
region of big may be nearly stationary 
for days or even weeks together, and then 
start off all on a sudden towards some point 
further east. It yet may be said of the area 


ot high barometer as was remarked of the 


wind in getieral nearly two thousand years 
ago, that thou canst not tell whence it 
cometh.” 

Through a long course of ages the changes 
in the wether were not only believed by the 
common people, but supposed by the wiser 
men, to be governed by the movements of the 
“stars,” this designation includimg the 
planets and even the moon. In recent years 
this is held to be a delusion, proven so by the 
fact that the same kind of weather does nat 
occur for the same planetary aspects. For 
instance, it is well known that, with compara- 
tively minor variations, the moon goes 
through a eycle of changes in respect to the 
sun, earth, and fixed stars once every nine. 
teen years, so that if the moon governed the 
weather we should have a recurrence of the 
same meteorological conditions every nine- 
teen years, which is not the case. On being 
assured of this the weather sharps” swung 
round to the other extreme, assuming that all 
atmospheric changes are of earthiy origin, 
except as they depend upon the steady march 
ot the sun through the heavens. More re- 
cently a shade of doubt is thrown over this 
conclusion by the comparison of phenomena 
indicating that at least some of the observed 
variations of air pressure come from the upper 
atmosphere if not from outside it. But there 
the reasoning stops for the present. The 
practical meteorologist is not willing to con- 

,cede that the planets or the moon have any- 
thing to do with it, and most certainly the 
few men who in late years have tried to prog- 
nosticate the weathér along planetary or 
lunar lines have not furnished any experi- 
mental proof of the claimed connection or 
influence, 

So meteorology is yst little more than a 
science of current observation. It does not 
enable the expert to do more than to predict 
the weather for a few hours in advance, and 
that only by a translation of conditions from 
one place where they are observed to others 
not yet reached by the atmospheric move- 
ment, There is no such thing as predicting 
the weather for a week ahead, much less for a 
month or a year in advance of the time when 
the prediction is made, That is no more 
possible now than in the days when there was 
no such science as meteorology in existence, 
and those who did not pretend to guess by 
planetary aspects contented themselves by 
drawing inferences from such things as the 
shape of the clouds and the movements of 
animals. 
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TWO DRUNKEN POLICEMEN FOUND

Those who have read the evidence given in 
the case of the two policemen charged with 
the murder of Swan Nelson will be of the 
opinion that the verdict of guilty was a proper 
one and that the punishment imposed of four- 
teon yeurs’ imprisonment was none too se.

e There was a noisy, per- 


sistent controversy about the payment of the 
5-208, which matured in 1867, but the act to 
strengthen the public credit of March 3, 
1869, settled the question as against the 
Democratic opposition. The only United 
States Secretary of the Treasury who ever 
ventured to propose paying govérnment 
paper in anything but gold is Mr. Carlisle, 
and he was apeedily silenced by the Demo- 
cratic President. Ever since 1861, when the 
Republican party came into power, the pub- 
lic eredit has been maintained by the pledges 
to redeem bonds in gold. All the legislation 
during the war provided that customs duties 
should be collected in gold to set apart a gold 
fund for the payment of the interest on the 
public debt. It is because good faith has 
been kept always with the holders of our 
bonds that this country has the high credit it 
has enjoyed, and which only has been ques- 
tioned of late by suspicions that the govern- 
ment may not rédeem in gold—suspicions 
now happily removed by the action of 
the administration as to a new loan 
which will replenish the Treasury. Not 
a bond could have been sold abroad to 
help us meet the war expenses had the word 
„colin been understood to mean anything 
but gold. All the legislation since 1861 
touching the bonds, and as to customs duties 
payments in gold for years subsequent to 
1861, had in contemplation the keeping of 
good faith with the bondholders by payment 
of principal and interest in gold coin. The 
billions of bonds issued to get the sinews of 
war have been paid, principal and interest, in 


gold, and the 700 millions of outstandmg . 


bonds Will be so paid in accordance with the 
policy adopted when ‘the bonds of 1862 
matured, "The bonded obligations of the 
United States have been and will be paid in 
the dollar of the great commercial nations, 
represented in 23.22 grains of pure gold 
with alloy to harden it, bringing it up to 25.8 
grains.“ The Journal might have added that 
thegovernment obligations to domestic hold - 
ers of ite due bills must be redeemed in the 
same money—namely: in gold, and that there 
is no hardship in requirmg ind.vidual and 
corporate debtors to meet their obligations to 
creditors on the same basis. 


PO] TICS AND THE FARMER. 

A great Geal of trash has been written at 
different times for the farmers of this coun- 
try to read, and it hardly can be wondered 
at that some of them have been led astray by 
the misrepresentations of their alleged 
friends. A notable contrast to the trashy 
kind of pabulum is presented in an article 
in the latest number of the North American 
Review from the pen of the Hon. B. F. Clay- 
ton, President of the Farmers’ National Con- 
gress. The writer holds that the farm is the 
true source of wealth to the people of the 
United States, as from it must be fed, 
clothed, and warmed the people engaged in 
mechanical pursuits, the arts, and the various 
professions. He cites the census statistics to 
show thatin 1890 the farm values of the 
United States aggregated eighteen and a half 
billion dollars, 72 per cent of which consists 
of farms and iniprovemeats, giving to agri- 
cultare about 30 per cent of the entire wealth 
of the Nation, while the agricultural interest 
represents thirty million people, or nearly 
half the population. He characterizes agri- 
culture as the friend of law and order and of 
All occupations, as the impartial arbiter be- 
tween the discordant elements of society, and 
as the first to feel the shock of financial dis- 
aster and commercial depression. Then the 
author quotes the following from the mes- 
sage of President Harrison to Congress in 
1892: 

That the general conditions affecting the com- 
mercial and industrial interests of the United 
States are in the highest degree favorable; that 
there has never been a time in our history when 
work was so abundant or when wages were so 
high. 

‘Closely after this comes the following preg- 
nant admission made by President Cleveland 
only eight months later in his proclamation 
convening the extra session of Congress: 

That distrust and apprehension concerning the 
financial situation which pervades all business 
circles have already caused great loss and dam- 
age to our people, and threaten to cripple our 
merchants, stop the wheels of manufacture, 

diétress and privation to our farmers, and 
withhold from our workingmen “the wage of 
labor, 1 

And the following extract from his message 
to the extra session of Congress which con- 
vened at his request: 

With pienteons crops, with abundant promise 
of romunerative production and manufacture, 
with unusual invitation to safe investment, and 
with satisfactory assurance to business enter- 
prise, suddenly financial fear and distrust have 
sprung ap on every side, values supposed to be 
fixed are fast becoming conjectural, and loss and 
failure have involved every branch of busi- 
ness. 

Mr, Clayton says these two pictures were 
drawn by master artists. They were true 
ones. That of President Harrison was at the 
close of more than thirty years of practical 
operation of a policy under which the wealth 
of the Nation had increased from sixteen bill- 
ions in 1860 to sixty-twoand a half billions 
in 1890, notwithstanding the loss of some ten 
billions during the war. The condition as 
portrayed by President Cleveland could have 
been brought about only by the threatened 
change of a long established. policy. Mr. 
Clayton saya:

LONDON VIEW OF OUR CRISIS, 

The London Statist discourses “ learnedly ”’ 
on the financial situation in the United States. 
It says the results of demonetizing gold and 
falling to a silver basis would be a great 
transfer of property from the capitalist and 
lending classes to the producing and borrow- 
ing classes, an immense advantage to the 
West and South, and a serious loss to the 
Eastern States and to Europe. It would 
give the farming and producing classes gen- 
erally a sense of freedom and prosperity 
which they have not bad for years, ahd would 
probably give a great stimulus to produc. 
tion.” The Statist admits chat this would be 
a form of repudiation aud would lower the 
credit of the United States, preventing the 
free influx of European capital.“ 

There are some things which the Statist ap- 
pears not to have taken into account. First, 
the wage-earners have loaned out to and 
through the savings banks an aggregate of 
money about equal to the total volume of the 
Circulation. Hence they would suffer directly 
the loss due to a shrinkage of all the money 
in the country by more than 50 per cent. 
Second, the large capitalists, as a rule, are 
borrowers to a much greater extent than they 
are lenders, They have borrrowed the money 
from the savings of the wageworkers, would 
repudiate half of the indebtedness, and keep 
the property that is pledged for the payment 
of the debt in full. Third, there can be no 
doubt that the severe contraction of the work- 
ing power of the money capital of the coun- 
try would operate most disastrously upon the 
toiling masses, making employment much 


more scarce than now and reducing the buy- 


ing power of the daily wages paid to the av- 
erage toiler. Sothedrop to a silver basis 
may be counted on as sure to cause the re. 
verse of a great increase in manufacturing 
production. The wageworkers in the towns 
and cities would be doubly losers by a de- 


crease in current earning ability and a loss of 


fully half their savings from the wages paid 
for previous toil. 

Fourth, it is open to serious question if the 
change would benefit the farmers of any sec- 
tion, even those of the West and South. Sothe 
of their number would be able tocrawl out of 
paying half their debts, but these are in the 
minority, and all the rest would suffer by the 
relative disadvantage. The farmers who owe 
nothing, those who have more or less money 
capital, and the numerous ones who have 
agreed to pay their indebtedness in gold, 
constitute altogether the great majority, so 
that even for the farming class the change 
could not bring the greatest good to the great- 
est number. But the fact is all would suffer 
intensely by the paralysis in the cities, be- 
cause that must mean a vastly decreased 
power to buy what they have to sell. It is 
bard, therefore, to point toany class except 
the speculators and a few silver miners who 
would benefit by the change, and for the lat- 
ter it may be said with truth they could gain 
no advantage which might not have been 
conceded to them long since had they been 
content to allow silver to be treated on its 
real merits. 

Possibly the Statist would have looked at 
the situation with different eyes had it stopped 
to consider the great difference between the 
borrowing conditions here and in Europe. 
The bulk of the borrowmg that is cimplained 
of by the silver cranks is on real estate, while 
in England the great bulk of the borrowing 
is on personal property. The case here would be 
(not distantly) para-leled m England if some 
of the aristocrats who own about all the real 
estate there were to borrow all the money 
they could raise on the land, this including 
about all the money in the savings banks to 
the credit of the toilers, then repudiate half 
the debt while retaining possession of the 
property. The chances are the Statist would 
raise a big howl if any such thing were talked 
of as likely to occu? in Merrie England.” 


Tun latest news from Hawaii comes down 
to Saturday, Feb. 2. At that time six leaders

This government, 
therefore, has no cause to interfere with the 
execution of the sentence, The most it can 
do is to demand, in the case of the alleged 
American conspirator, that he shall have a 
fair trial and that all the facts in the case 
shall be officially made known,

Crrx oy Mexico, Feb. 10.—The press is agi- 
tating the question of the redlection of Presi- 
dent Diaz. Guatemalan Envoy de Leon says 
his country desires peace, and that he finds 
Minister Mariscal has tne same desire. The 
newspapers here which have been claiming 
to be so well informed in Guatemalan affairs, 
and which implied that they had official in- 
formation, are now backmg down.

It is supposed the fire was caused by the 
explosion of a gasoline heater used in the bar- 
ber shop to heat water. 

Before the engines reached the fire the 
flames were leaping half way across the street. 
The glare shone through windows on the 
T wenty-second street front of the Lexington 
and alarmed mam of the guests, some of 
whom had begun to pr are for 
the night or had already retired. With- 
in five minutes the clang of bells, the 
rumble of the wheels and the shouts of the 
firemen had greatly increased the alarm, and 
guests of the swell hosteiry in ail stages of 
dress and undress came pouring down the 
stairs into the office, most of them refusing to 
wait for the elevators. Though they were met 
and feassured many of them refused to return 
to their rooms, preferring to wait and watch 
the fire, At the Edinburg Hotel on Michigan 
avenue and other neighboring hotels and 
boarding-houses similar scenes prevailed. 

Hundreds A on their way home on 
the Wabash ottage Grove cable were 
delayed by the hose crossing the tracks and 
they added to the crowds, which at the height 
of the fire reached several thousand. Cable 
trains were blocked in a solid mass for haifa 
mile north, And plenty of men and women 
caught colds in consequence.

This the dog does with- 
out hesitation. It goes to the customary 
place for the milkman to stop and waits with 
the pail in ite mouth, When the milkman 
comes he takes the pail from the dog, and, 
after removing the money or tickets which 
the soldier has placed in the bucket, returns it 
with the required amount of milk. Then 
the messenger goes back to the door of the 
„ mess hall, and setting the pail down stands 
rd over it till its master comes. After the 
og’s responsibility ceases it waits for its re- 
ward, which it knows js sure to be given, for 
when the soldier has emptied the milk into a 
bowl he always puts a few scraps of meat into 
the pail and again gives it to the dog. This 
time the dog understands that the con- 
tents are for it, and trots giadty off 
to a place secure from interru 
tion under the “mess hall” porch. 
The trusty beast knows the difference between 
the first time the pail is handed it and the sec- 
ond. He never touches or spills the milk, 
while when the Meat is given to it it often 
takes the side of the pail in its mouth instead 
of the handle. In ite journeys to and ftom 
the milk wagon it never allows any one to 
touch its precious load. There is another 
dog at the post that will lie quietly 
for hours right under feet of 
the soldiers and pay no more attention to 
them than if he were blind and deaf, but let a 
civilian attempt to enterthe room in which 
it is lying and it is all teeth ina minute, and 
can only be pacified by one of 9 soldiers.
